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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The application in order to be in condition for 
allowance of all the claims except withdrawn claims 28-31 (which should be cancelled) need to overcome the following problems. First, it is 
noted that claims 5 and 18 are duplicates and one should be cancelled. Second, and more significantly, in order for the phrase in lines 17 
and 18 of claim 1 to be accurate, i.e. for the phrase "a release liner releasably carried overlying the adhesive, the release liner being 
selectively removable to expose the adhesive;" to be accurate in view of the remainder of the claim the phrase in lines 8-9 of claim 1 
"wherein the first layer of adhesive separates the first side of the label face stock from the first side of the intermediate layer" is either 
incorrect (which the Examiner doubts) or the adhesive layer which lines 17-18 refers to is the "second layer of adhesive" which is carried by 
at least a portion of the second side of the intermediate layer. . 
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
